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Grid numbering system urged to top priority 


A resolution was passed at the 
Michigan Township Association 
Charlevoix Chapter meeting last 
Monday night, supporting the 
Township’ numbering system and 
asking that the County Commis- 
sioners move at great haste in 
order to get the job done. 

The system is moving along 
slowly according to Russ Geeck, 
one of the people. who has been 
working on the project, because 
the “Commissioners seem to be 
sitting on their hands." 

Geeck made a presentation to the 
townships concerning the plan and 
tried to show the townships how the 
plan is set up for the eventual 
numbering of the houses in the rural 


areas of the county. 

“City houses are already numbered 
by the Consumers Power Company,” 
according to Geeck, “We are using 
the same system that Consumers has 
been using to number the houses in 
the rural areas of the county.” 

According to the numbering 
department personnel, the only 
difference in the numbers will be that 
the numbers within the city limits will 
have three digits, while those in the 
country will have four or five. 

The numbers for the houses will be 
provided by the county, and each 
resident will be asked to install the 
numbers somewhere where they can 
be seen from the road. © 

Based on a grid system, the numbers 


for a house will be picked from a 1000 
numbers per section mile of road. This 
figures out to a number per six feet, 
approximately, with up to about 26 
feet between numbers on some roads 
being possible. 

The county is being split up into one- 
mile grids with a line called the 
baseline running east and west 
through the middle of the county. 
There is also a line running north and 
south intersecting with the baseline in 
the middle of the county. 

From that point, all roads that cross 
the baseline will be renamed North or 
South what ever the road is named. 
Also, all roads that cross the 
meridian, will be cman as East or 
West.

Cheese giveaway attracts 100’s 


Federal surplus cheese went out to 
1,700 people in Charlevoix County. 
That's about 715 families, according to 
Irene Brannon of the Community 
Services Center in Boyne City. 

Opening the Center doors at 10 a.m. 
on March 23, Brannon said, the Center 
gave away 5,000 pounds of cheese, 
worth $12,000. People brought income 
tax statements, SS] cards, food stamps, 
and other forms of identification to 
show they were under the maximum 
income level necessary to quality for 
the free food. 

Brannon said a second distribution is 
due on either April 20. or 27, pos- 


sibly with butter, also. 

Cheese will also be carried to 
shut-ins, Brannon said. 

The Center is supported by mem- 
bers of the Seventh Day Adventist 
Church. Volunteers did the distribu- 
tion. 

In Petoskey, Northwest Michigan 
Human Services Agency -called on 
groups of volunteers to distribute the 
cheese in Emmet County. Agency 
director Bill Knapp. said East Jordan 
may also be tapped to help distribute 
Charlevoix County’s share.

-While the numbering department is 
working only part time on the project, 
they have determined that a lot of 
roads are duplicated, or have no 
known name. 

It will be up to the townships to 
name or rename those roads so that 
the number that is on a house will be 
the only number in the county with 
that address. 

The townships were told by Geeck 
that the system will not work without 
toad signs. They have found several 
that were in bad: shape or were 
missing while they have been working 
on the project. 

It is up to the townships, according 
to Geeck, to get the signs installed. 

While the cost of the road signs is to 
be born by the townships, the County 
Road Commission will do the in- 
stallation. The cost of a sign is about 
$40 each for the post, cap and sign. 

The numbering department said that 
the county will be providing the 
individual house signs for the 
residences. They anticipate that the 


cost for the house signs will be in the 
area of $1200 to $1500 for the ap- 
proximately 3000 homes to be 
numbered. 

With questions coming from 
township officials concerning the 
proect, Geeck told them it will take 
five years to number the entire 
county if they continue to work 
on & part-time basis. 

“Our department is committed to 
doing the job,” he said, ‘but we are 
also hired to be inspectors for the 
Department of Building Inspection, 
and that has to come first as that is 
what we were hired to do for “the 
county.” 

Several questions were on how 
the numbering system would work 
with the present systems that are 
being used by the post office and 
other utilities. 

Postmaster Frank Jasinski of the 
Boyne City Post Office told the people 
that he is looking forward to having 
the county numbered and that the 
number would take precedence over 


the present post office rural route 
number. 

One township member told the 
the group that if the numbers were in 
place, one life could have been saved 
on an ambulance run that was made 
some years ago, arrived at a house too 
late to save the life of a man because 
the ambulance went to the wrong 
address. : 

Geeck told the township officials 

that his department had already 
measured and numbered, on paper, 
Norwood Township and that they are 
ready to continue on to others going 
across the southern tier of townships 
within the county. 

“This project is not going to happen 
overnight,”’ said Jasinski, ‘‘but over 
years. The growth of the county is 
going to happen in the rural areas.” 

With the resolution passed, mem- 
bers of the Township association are 
hoping thatthe county will hire the 
people the department needs to get 
the project done faster. 


| Austere budget faces 
East Jordan city council 


Responding to city council’s request 
for input on how to meet expenses, 
some SO people turned out at the East 
Jordan budget hearing on March 22. 

A tentative budget of $832,337 was 
proposed, down from last year’s 
$953,823. Vote on the budget is 
expected after the March 29 hearing. 
New reductions were made between 
March 22 and 29. 

Elm Pointe received a large share of 
the comment last week, because the 


, council had offered sale of the city park 


as a means of meeting expenses, 
starting in '84-’85. 

Among those who spoke out against 
putting the park up for sale was Betty 
Boswell, Elm Pointe commission mem- 
ber. She pointed out the many contri- 
butions made to the park’s facilities by 
private citizens and civic groups. 

City superintendent Mike Dionne 
said that much larger expenditures 
would soon have to be made for 
upcoming building maintenance. 

In response to a question, council- 
woman Pat Sweet said the sale 
proposal was not a trick to make the 
alternative taxing proposal look better. 

The possibility of asking a city 
income tax is second choice on the 
city’s list of alternatives, but in itself, 
the tax did not seem to be an issue with 
those attending the hearing. 

The council’s issue, Mayor 
Merwin emphasized, was this year’s 
budget, although the council had 
requested response on future outlook 
as well. 

This year’s budget would not be 
affected by the Elm Pointe question or 
he income tax proposal, he said, 
because these would require a city-

wide vote before the council could act 
on them. Furthermore, he said, the 
proposed budget for °83-’84 would 
meet present expenses, barring unfore- 
seen catastrophe. But after this year, 
budgeting would become much more 
difficult. He said the council was trying 
to look ahead. 

The problems are three-fold, council- 
man Keith Kenney pointed out: deep 
cuts in state revenue-sharing, lower 
interest rates on city held funds, and 
the city tax base. 

Kenney said, *‘What we have to do 
is direct our efforts to make the city 
grow...The problem is we don’t have 
the tax base to support the things we 
need."’ 

Kenney noted that the industrial 
park out by the airport is ‘‘unmarket- 
able’’ without water/sewer lines, which 
he said would cost a million dollars to 
provide, 

The airport was also a bone of 
contention among the supporters of 
Elm Pointe. How good a tourist attrac- 
tion is the airport, they asked, and 
said, the city should sell the airport. 

Another resident, Deanne Hurwitz, 
asked for data on matching grants. Her 
point was that although the city 
benefited from grant money, some city 
funds were being used to have the 
work done. 

Dionne responded that much of the 
matching was in kind rather than in 
cash. 

Resident Mary Bacon presented a 
petition asking for 24-hour police 
protection. She said the 45 signatures 
were ‘‘to show public concern.”’ 

The police department is down to 
two Officers and the chief. A third

officer will be hired, the mayor said, to 
replace the one who recently relocated. 

Kenney added that the county is 
being approached on the question of 
how feasible it would be to have the 
sheriff's department supplement the 
city’s need for coverage in early 
morning. 

Goofing-off of city employees, as it 
was seen by residents, was a concern, 
Dionne explained that regulations 
required one worker to stand-by when 
another was operating in what is 
classed a dangerous job. But other than 
that, he invited residents to relay 
incidents to him, giving date, time, and 
place. 

The council's proposal to allow alco- 
holic beverages for events at public 
parks and the Civic Center as means of 
attracting increased use and thereby 
increasing revenue was also a concern 
of residents at the meeting. 

They mentioned the danger of drunk 
swimmers and said the parks were for 
family-type outings. 

One said he was glad no liquor was 
allowed at the Center '‘because I know 
my 12-year-old daughter can go down 
to the Center and be safe.’’ 

Judy Shea, executive-director of the 
Chamber of Commerce, asked why the 
city reduced millage one-half mill last 
year if budgeting problems have been 
piling up. 

Clerk-treasurer Fern Morris said the 
State Equalized Valuation had gone up 
that much, and the city had not wanted 
to raise taxes, because of hard times. 

One more concern emerged from the 
discussion that night. Changing city 
councils, Kenney said, make it hard for 
the city to have long term planning.

- Tf the following, people are for it: Boyne City post office, East 
‘Jordan post office, United Parcel Service, Michigan Bell 
Telephone, Consumers Power, Michigan Consolidated Gas, 
‘Boyne City Ambulance, East Jordan Ambulance, both East 
‘Jordan and Boyne City fire departments, the County 
:Sherriff's department, the city police departments, the 
‘Charlevoix County. Extension service, and the Road com- 
mission and its commissioners, then why haven’t the County 
Commissioners given the go-ahead and let the job get done? 
It can’t be the cost, because that is considered negligible 
-when you consider that lives may be saved, homes and 
property may be found quicker, and an untold amount of time 
‘may be saved. 
The timing for this project is probably too late for some 


people. People who could have had their homes found easier 


and could have been transported to the hospital in time to save 
their lives. But the County Commissioners have been 
-proceeding at something slower than a snails pace on this one, 

_ and we feel that it should be put on the front burner and the 
project finished as soon as possible. 

The project is a simple one, providing addresses for all those 
folks who live in the rural area of the county. It would be nice 
.to know that you live at 12345 Something Road, instead of 
rural route. 3. 

And it has been put down by the Commissioners with 
delaying actions. 

The work has already been started to number the rural areas 
of the county by the workers ,in the Building Inspection 
Department during their spare time. Presently, it has been 
only two days a week. 

They have completed one‘townsi.ip, prov.....g house numbers 
for every street and road in Norwood Township, and are ready 
to move on to the next one when and if they get some direction 
from the Commissioners. . 

If so many groups that require house numbers are for the 
project, we ask why the Commissioners are not. It has been 
said that it is simply politics. 

The Commissioners must be afraid that their jobs are in 
jeopardy if they come out for it. Or some evil thing is lurking in 
_the wings if they come out against it. They must be afraid, and 
we don’t know why. 

Of course there will be somebody against the project, there 
always is when you start talk of change. And the detractors 
may live in the cities where the streets are all ready numbered. 
But we feel that the approximately 3,500 rural homes in our 
county would like to have a number so that they can tell the 
ambulance where to find them, tell the fire department what 
the house address is when there is a fire, and let the UPS man 
know where to go to deliver that all important package that 
you have been waiting for from aunt somebody. 

We think it is time to follow the direction of Otsego County 
and the other counties here in the north who have done the job. 

If you agree with us, we hope that you will tell your com- 
missioner, and get him to act immediately so we can get the job 
done and maybe, save a life, a home, or provide anything else 
that requires a street address.

Back in the days of the lumber business In Boyne City, the mills were running 
ragged trying to cut up all the logs for the many businesses that wanted the 
virgin White Pine. This pictare shows the saw sharpening room at the White 
Mill No. 3 which was located on the east side of town. The saw blades would 
be worked for so many hours and then were hand carried by a couple of men 
down to this room so they could be resharpened. Each blade looks like it was 
about 40 feet long and ran Itke a bandsaw. From the picture, it looks like the 
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mill had plenty of blades in case one of them broke or needed replacement. 
The teeth look like each one was about twa inches deep on a new blad, and 
with each sharpening, got a litte smaller in cut. The machinery that sharpened 
the blades is in the middle of the picture. This was taken in 1918 when the 
mills were still in operation. The picture was given to us to copy by Ed Hartnell 
from his collection. He has lived in the area since 1913 and can remember the 
mills from his childhood.
